RUSSIA'S ALTERNATIVE 

In nn aMempt to clarify what many con- 
sider tlio puzzle or Russia's attitudo toward 
post-war collaboration with the other United 
Motiofls, Jnmcs B. Reston, head ol the Now 
York Times' London bureau, has produced 
a though t-provoklng piece based upon "the 
conclusions of the most responsible sources 
open to this correspondent" In the British 
capital. 1 ' ' 

Bupcrnclalty the analysis Is reassuring, but 
throughout run disturbing (indertoncs. Put- 
thing these together. It appears that the 
highest British diplomatic thought foresees 
trouble with Russia — unless — 

nussltt, says Reston, is believed to Icel that 
her long-range security demands that ahc 
take over the Baltic states; part of Poland, 
Including VUna and Lwow; audlclent Fin- 
nish territory to protect the Gulf of Finland 
and Leningrad; Bessarabia and parts of Bu- 
kovina now in Rumania; and access to the 
Mediterranean and through the Persian gulf. 

If we and Britain are willing to let Russia 
keep these territories, there is nothing that 
Premier Stalin would like better than to co- 
operate with us In a post-war world authori- 
ty to guarantee peace. 

U we won't make these Initial concessions, 
then Stalin is preparing his alternative jjlan. 
which includes tho communlzlng of Germany 
and, presumably, an evangelistic commun- 
• Istlc program generally throughout the In- 
' tcrnatlonal field. 

Mr. Reston did a good Job of objective re- 
porting. So he did not note what immediately 
comes to mind— that the Atlnnllc charter. 
. and the democratic doctrine of both Britain' 
. nnd the United States, would bo violated to 
the point oLdcstruction If wo were to concede 
' Russia's right to take such amnll nations, 
and parts of others, as she decided she would 
like. When 'Neville Chamberlain (remember 
him— tho man with the umbrella?) gave in 
thus to Hitler, we called It appeasement, and 
hissed. 

So what are we Eoing to do If Russia insists 
upon such appeasement, as an alternative to 
going her own way after the war and at- 
tempting to communize Europe? 

We know now the damage done by the fail- 
ures of the "peacemakers" at Versailles. Their 
prototypes, when this war, is ended, will have 
at least as difficult problems to face, 

INVASION MONEY 
Tho practical philosophy underlying the 
Invasion money produced lor use In liberated 
territories should be explained to the public. 
So far as we dan see, there Is a grave danger 
of -Inflation Inherent In tlic situation. The 
most vicious way to inflation is through 
"printing press money," and so far as can be 
told that is exactly what invasion money Is. 

We print wording and devices on paper 
and Bay, "This is money, for use in Algeria, 
or in Sicily, or In Italy." That money comes 
back to the United States. This is no night- 
mare— already 'some has appeared with the 
yellow seal instead of tho blue one to which 
-we are accustomed. Wo take that Invasion 
money to the bank and get for It good Amer- 
ican currency. To that extent, at least, the 
currency has been Irtflatcd. 

This could be avoided, of course. If for 
every dollar of inflation currency issued a 
dollar of real money is withdrawn', to be re- 
leased only when the invasion dollar comes 
back for retirement. Is this, or some similar , 
safeguard, being used? 



UNSOUND PROPOSAL 
Senator Taft of Ohio proposes. Instead o( 
Senator Wheeler's bah on drafting any pre- 
Fearl Harbor fathers, that conscription ol 
family men be limited to those under 30 
years old. This Is a very unsound proposal. 

Economically and sentimentally the op- 
position to drafting fathers of young children 
would not be met by such an expedient. Quite 
the contrary. Fathers under 30 have had 1^ 
time to build up a backlog to help their wives 
and children carry on during the" war, to 
cushion the shock If the breadwinner falls 
in battle. They are less prepared to go, of the 
two, than fathers over 30. 

If fathers o( young children really are 
needed, they should be taken as they «me.- 
If they aren't, tta many believe, they shouldn't 
be taken at alL

Almost every physician finds 
hlmielt confronted dally with for 
the most part young adult or mid- 
dle-aged persons 
whoso sole com- 
plaints ore lack of 
energy ' and fa- 
tigue. A careful 
at-vWl history often re- 
.^'f.V'.j veals that these 
"Symptoms have 
been present In 
variable degree 
for several years 
or more, and tlie. 
people aufferlng 

satisfied witli the negative findings 
of one or mora examinations else< 
where. 

These persons awaken in the 
lomloff tired and "pepleas." and 
ma; or may not approncli the 
breakfast table with a feeling of 
—.uses. Despite two or Uiree cups 
strong coffee for temporary stim- 
ulation, ai\d ' possibly several elga- 
rette^ they leel sleepy and tired 
and yawn frequently until the latter 
half of the afternoon, when they 
lint begin to feel norraal. 

This dcllKhtlul feeling of nonaal- 
Ity may 'be temporary, however, 
vhea^e day's work Is over and 
thiy are lorrnl lo drive home 
tbrouth congested itreets or ride in 
crvwded tmsm. A glance at the eve-, 
nine paper," a htarty meal, and a 
btltf nap, usually Interrupted by a 
change of radio programo, may re- 
establish & leelUi of cocalort.

hours from 8 p. m. to midnight may 
prove all too brief lo contain their 
boundless energy.
